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The Thirty Pieces of Silver. 


The gravity of the present political compli- 
cations and the acuteness of the situation, it 
seems to me, have not sufficiently impressed 
themselves upon the Canadian people, 
With careless ‘waywardness the citizens of 
Canada have been loitering along in the old 
paths, apparently indifferent as to whither 
the roads led or crossed, and certainly not 
weighing the inevitable and probably dis- 
astrous results. When the people of this 
country started out they were guided by two 
main ideas, the one French-Canadian, the 
other English-Canadian. In the journeyings 
and jostlings by the way, the French-Cana- 
dians, at first merely privileged and patronized 
by the generous British Government, have 
become bolder and more aggressive year by 
year; tie English-speaking section more 
divided, subject to more frequent snubs and 
invasions by the Roman Catholic authorities, 
less confident of their rights, less jealous of 
their influence, less conscientious in matters 
of principle. The hierarchy, supported always 
by the French-Canadian politicians and the 
representatives of constituencies where the 
Church holds the balance of power, has con- 
tinuously made the school question the imple- 
ment of their aggression. Thoroughly suspici- 
ous at first, and properly so, English-speaking 
Canada was ready to meet and defeat the 
priestcraft’of the sectarians, until Confedera- 
tion, through the Federal Parliament, intro- 
duced the deadly era of compromise and made 
possible the contagion of Lower Canadian in- 
fluence in hitherto unaffected provinces. Nova 
Scotia, New Brunswick and Prince Edward 
Island had caution and-principle enough to 
stem the tide before being overwhelmed by 
it, The Western territories and provinces, 
except in localities where French-Canadian 
priests were influential, escaped with but 
slight injury, and it was left for Ontario and 
its so-called Liberal Government, in its anxiety 
to continue in existence, to foster, encourage 
and increase the evil which it is said was 
riveted upon us by Confederation. Encouraged 
by their success in Protestant Ontario, the 
Church determined to capture Manitoba, and 
now we have the disgusting and disheartening 
spectacle of the triple alliance of the Hierarchy, 
the French Canadians and the Dominion 
Government, bent upon coercing a people who 
have intelligence and principle enough to re- 
fuse to be chained to the chariot wheels of 
Rome. Again we have the Church trading 
with those anxious for power ; again, as in 
Ontario, have we a Cabinet so overcome by lust 
for power as to yield. Such epochs are the 
opportunity of the traitor and the intriguer.

It has grown to be the habit of the Church 
when demanding further privileges and 
increased subsidies—for school funds are to 
them nothing but subsidies for the propaga. 
tion ‘of their creed and influence—outside of 
this province, to point to the glorious liberality 
of Ontario as an example to be imitated by all 
justice-loving and civilized people. When, how- 
ever, any sentiment in Ontario opposes the 
aggression of the Church, or exposes the in- 
trigues of the hierarchy, then from every part 
of French-Canada comes the taunting shriek of 
Orangeistes ! The people of Quebec have evi- 
dently been taught that all the Protestants of 
Ontario are Orangemen, and yet Orangemen get 
no credit for thestartling liberality ofthe Mowat 
Government. It isto be supposed that the peo- 
ple of Quebec imagine the Mowat Government 
ie supported and kept in place entirely by the 
Roman Catholics of this province. However 
that may be, we find that before we have 
completed three decades of journeying towards 
nationality, whenever our French-Canadian 
fellow-citizens step on our toes, or kick our 
shins, or the Roman Catholic archbishops and 
bishops and priests knock off our hats, punch 
us in the ribs, or elbow us into the ditch while 
they pass in royal procession, anyone who 
makes protest is smitten, scoffed at and cursed 
as a wretched Orangeiste. I have heard this 
cry so often—and I have a vague idea that be- 
fore I became well acquainted with those who 
raised it I was occasionally tempted to join in it 
—that I am led to enquire at this crisis, who 
are these much damned Orangeistes? I donot 
mean to swear, but to use the adjective in its 
proper dictionary sense, insomuch as they have 
been cursed with appropriate accompaniment 
of bell and book and candle so frequently that 
if there is any thing in a papal malediction 
every member of that society must be irre- 


trievably lost.

First of all, the Premier of Canada, Sir 
Mackenzie Bowell, is an Orangeman and 
the Past Grand Master of British America, 
Whether or not the Orangemen of Canada 
have confidence in him now, at one time they 
must have imposed implicit faith in him. He 
was a member of the Federal Government 
when the Jesuits’ Estates Bill was passed, and 
he managed in some manner to keep his 
adherents more or less quiet until the 
thing was done, and then they were 
told it would be no use to vote the of- 
fending Government out of power, insomuch 
as that would not right the wrong and the 
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dreadful Grits would seize upon the power and 
patronage of the Dominion. The Grits having 
once at least successfully fooled the 
Orangemen of Ontario, lodges have since 
then been put to sleep by the cry, “The 
Grits are coming!” as French-Canadian 
babies are made to cease their complain- 
ings by threats of Orange goblins getting 
them if they don’t hush up, It is difficult to 
imagine how Mr. Bowell’s stomach stood the 
Jesuits’ Estates Bill, but he endured it and the 
revolt was soon quieted, and as a reward for 
their forbearance Sir Mackenzie Bowell and 
his Government have taken advantage of 
the decision of the Imperial Privy Coun- 
cil “that they may grant relief to the 
minority of Manitoba,” and have allied 
themselves hard and fast with French Canada 
and the hierarchy to force on Manitoba a Sepa- 
rate school system, which is inconceivably for- 
eign to the spirit of the age and the wishes of 
the vast majority.

Not satisfied with any ordinary promises, our 
clerical and French-Canadian dictators forced 
the Government to make a detailed declaration 
in Parliament to that effect and call a session 
purposely to pass this legislation. Since then 
the same power has compelled Sir Mackenzie 
Bowell and his colleagues to reiterate their 
promise that the Government will stand or 
fall, sink or swim, survive or perish, during 
the coming special session in an effort to 
coerce Manitoba. If Sir Mackenzie Bowell 
and all his colleagues were the most devout 
priests and devotees of the Roman Catholic 
church, they could not show a more slavish, 
unreasoning and unreasonable anxiety to serve 
their clerical masters. Indeed, the tyrannical 
and indefensible application of the thumb. 
screw to the Conservative party and to the 
nominating conventions in the constituencies, 
would indicate that Sir Mackenzie Bowell and 
his partners have determined on adopting the 
methods of the Middle Ages and the machinery 
of the Inquisition. They demand that the Con- 
servative candidates nominated in the open 
constituencies must either publicly or pri- 


vately take the oath of allegiance to the | 


remedial order and all that that may mean, 
though hitherto greater and more esteemed 
leaders of the party have been content to let 
the constituencies govern themselves. The 
man who works this political thumb-screw is 
one Robert Birmingham, Grand Secretary of 
the Grand Lodge of British America, who has 
for years occupied this position and accepted 
the salary which accompanies it. Great Gods! 
what think ye of him and of men like him?

True, one candidate has escaped in a 
strongly Orange constituency by making no 
public pledge either way, but his success 
is endangered by the statement that the 
Ministers have made to Quebec that a pledged 
candidate must be nominated in every con- 
stituency. If John A. McGillivray, also an 
Orangeman, is elected in North Ontario it will 
be because of his personal popularity and his 
well known and indisputable record as an 
opponent of Separate schools and clerical ag- 
gression. And all this has been done by an 
Orange Premier and an Orange hireling, who 
are pretending to serve two masters but are 
really serving but one, and that the Church! 
Surely by this time the cardinal, and arch- 
bishops and bishops of Canada must have 
raised the ban from the soul of the poor brow- 
beaten old man who seems to have lost his 
bearings as well as his anchorage, and been 
carried off bodily by the enemies of the Society 
that lifted him into public sight and made him 
a governmental possibility. Are not his allies, 
attitude and company strange commentaries 
on the mutability of human affairs? He went 
into the Government as Grand Master of the

We may perhaps find some excuse for Sir 
Mackenzie Bowell in the presumption that he 
laid aside his obligations and discarded his 
vows together with the robes of the Grand 
Master. We may palliate his offences, as we 
do those of other politicians, by weighing his 
temptations and remembering that practically 
he had the Premiership—representing the 
thirty pieces of silver—handed to him by 
a Roman Catholic politician; and he 
feels more responsibility to those who gave 
him the high office than to his conscience. This 
fight, made by the hierarchy, is, as usual, for 
money, ns well as influence—public money ; 
money which Manitoba refuses to donate 
to the Church, and it doubtless 
seemed at the ‘“‘moment of weakness” 
to be an exceedingly clever scheme, that of 
satisfying the Church on its regular pre- 
election raid with the funds of a pro- 
vince rather than from the depleted box 
at Ottawa. The situation was one well de- 
scribed by a writer who, in condemning the 


Imperial Government for its willingness to 
grant further subsidies to Anglican and Ro- 
man Catholic schools in England, said: ‘‘ Pub- 
lic funds may be so used as easily to become 
a form of party bribery ; at least it is a cheap 
way of escaping from disagreeable pressure 
exercised by those who, under the guise 
of friends of the household, are the foes of the 
State.” The scheme has not yet proved as 
available as was thought, but at least it was 
tempting and Sir Mackenzie Bowell yielded 
to the great outcry on behalf of the “‘ friends of 
the household who are really the foes of the 
state,” and there is nothing left for those who 
hoped for better things from him, except to 
believe that when he became a Knight he 
immediately sloughed off all his vulgar Orange 
tastes and alliances—except his appetite for 
office,

Hon. N. Clarke Wallace, Comptroller of 
Customs, however, iseven now Grand Master 
of the Orangemen of British North America 
and practically a member of the Govern- 
ment. Were it not for certain symp- 
toms that he has not yet obtained 
an entire change of insides and of constitution 
generally by the hot mud bath of Ottawa 
politics, this would entitle him also to receive 
the benediction of the Hierarchy, a seat in the 
chamber of the Triple Alliance and hope of 
canonization later on. These signs of un- 
regeneracy so far consist largely in his per- 
sistency in attending lodges and speaking 
against sectarianism generally, and Separate 
schools and the coercion of Manitoba in parti- 
cular. His enemies hold that in this way he is 
playing an even more despicable part than the 
Premier himself, insomuch as he is “‘ jollying” 
his brethren into a trap under the pretense of 
having a grand rally later on, when ‘“ events 
may justify” his resignation from, and revolt 
against, the Church-befuddled Government, If 
he is doing this with his solemn and sacred 
obligations and high honors as an Orange 
Grand Master still fresh upon him, he is 
certainly as infamous a scoundrel as our Mer- 
ciful Maker ever let live. True, the Orange 
body has been betrayed b2fore now, and at 
times has seemed to be but little better than 
an organization for obtaining ten-dollar-a- 
week jobs for ward-heelers, but it must have 
in its membership in Canada of from fifty to 
one hundred thousand, if it maintains even 
the average of ordinary civilized humanity, 
tens of thousands of sincere, honest and 
zealous men in its ranks who hope for no 
reward except the consciousness of doing their 
duty and keeping the chains of priestcraft from 
tying up the wheels of progress and choking 
the breath out of that weak thing, modern 
Protestantism. To suchtrue men the betrayal of 
so great a trust as has been reposed in Clarke 
Wallace would be but little less dastardly than 
the sin of Judas Iscariot. Surely no man could 
be guilty of such an abandonment of principle, 
such a wholesale betrayal of his friends, such 
a scarlet, flaming sin against everything men 
of honor hold sacred, as would wreck the faith 
of tens of thousands of people who never again 
would believe in the word, the oath or the 
honor of a fellow-man! Such an offence would 
be a crime against humanity like unto that 
which our Saviour meant when he said, “ He 
who maketh one of these to sin, it were better 
for him that a millstone were hanged about 
his neck and that he were drowned in the 


depth of the sea.”

All this would be true even if Orangeism 
were wrong, but I do not believe it is wrong, 
though it has often been misled, and utilized for 
anything but noble purposes. Notwithstanding 
the enormity of the crime against his brethren 
and humanity in general which Hon. Clarke 
Wallace has apparently been asked by his col- 
leagues to commit, and which a large section of 
the press and people of Canada are ready to 
belleve he will commit, the people who read 
and speak of such things appear able to con- 
template the spectacle without either surprise 
or even the feigning of horror. To what inde- 
scribable depths of degradation has Canadian 
public opinion fallen, when without emotion, ex- 
cept the exultation of the man’s enemies and 
the fiendish joy of the archSnemy himself, 
we can speak of such a fall as is predicted 
by a section of the press and publicists 
of the Dominion! In what company have we 
been living? what leaders have we been follow- 
ing? upon what ideal have we been gazing? 
what code of morals have we been learning? 
with what devils of necessity, lust and licen- 
tiousness have we been sleeping ? that we wake 
to find ourselves as partizans thus standing 
idly by or bidding in the political market for 
human souls that we may toss them into the 
pit with gleeful unconsciousness that it is in- 
fernal, not funny nor legitimate.

This, then, is politics! Religious politics !! 
These are the “sacrifices " Canadians are asked 
to make for ‘‘ peace’!!! These the ** compro- 
mises” that are to hold Confederation to- 
gether!!!! Then it is rottenness fastened 
together with filth, and can produce nothing 
but personal impurity, political perfidy and 
national dishonor,

Who is fighting against this traffic in’ men’s 
honor, against this bartering of the most sacred 
principles, against this defiling of the sanctuary 
of a nation’s soul—the honor of the individual, 


the sanctity of a man’s sincerity, truth, and 
fidelity to his trust? The newspapers, reli- 
gious or political? No, they refer to such con- 
duct as “‘ inconsistencies,” and are too busy get- 
tingcirculation and advertisements, or booming 
their parties or sectarian schemes, The poli- 
ticians? No, they are either dabbling in the 
dirt or afraid to cry out lest they injure their 
friends. The priests? No, they are forcing 
the fight, encouraging the sales of the damned 
that the saved may have it easier. The 
preachers? No, they are too busy discuss- 
ing foreign missions, doctrines, curfew 
bells, and taking up collections, Every- 
one seems as afraid to speak out as if this 
hypocrisy, deception and double-dealing had 
eaten right into the heart of those to whom we 
have a right to look for warning and leading. 


Although pretenses and personal dishonor 
and the utilization of religion and religious 
impulses for the purpose of profit or social 
or political advancement have admittedly be- 
come so prevalent as to be regarded as legiti- 
mate, I do not for one moment believe that 
Hon, Clarke Wallace will make the awful 
“sacrifice” which his colleagues appear to 
have asked him to make, which importu- 
nate partizans demand of him and which con- 
scienceless opponents expect of him, doubtless 
feeling, as they do, that under similar circum. 
stances they would not be unwilling, I fear 
that Clarke Wallace has made the mistake 
of being too loyal to his political party. 
He is that sort of a man, a faithful, kindly 
friend, a courageous supporter, a loyal adherent 
of the causein which he enlists and of bitter 
prejudices against the party to which 
he is opposed. No doubt he is poli- 
tically ambitious. This in itself is not 
wrong; he is a strong partizan, this is gener- 
ally esteemsd a virtue; he is a politician and 
as such he is forced by our system and ethics 
to be blind to many of the faults of his friends, 
When the remedial order was issued I fully ex- 
pected him to resign. He explained to his 
friends that he was not a Cabinet Minister and 
was not consulted, and consequently was not to 
blame. Moreover, he stated, and with consider- 
able force, that as a settlement with Mani- 
toba was possible, he must await results, and 
he is apparently awaiting them still. Cer- 
tainly, had he resigned then and Mani- 
toba had ‘“‘compromised” he would have 
been in a rather foolish position; not being 
a Cabinet Minister at Ottawa, and not enjoy- 
ing the confidence of the Manitoba Govern- 
ment, how was he to know what would be 
the result in a province of this Confederation of 
Compromises? Tupper’s resignation and sub- 
sequent return was a weak and foolish pro- 
ceeding, and was everywhere denounced as a 
piece of impertinence and partizan ingratitude. 
Mr. Wallace’s resignation at that trying period 
would also have been regarded as “disloyal,” 
at least by the many who put fidelity to party 
before propriety of conduct. Since then the 
Cabinet has been on the shoals, and the greedy 
and selfish conduct of the colleagues of the Pre- 
mier who have been insisting upon appoint- 
ments, even though they cause bye-slections, 
was such as to appeal with exceptional force to 
aman of Mr. Wallace’s temperament, His 
Premier has been insisting, no doubt per- 
sonally, as his newspaper organs have 
been here and elsewhere, that Manitoba was 
about to accept a compromise, and so Mr. Wal- 
lace has been kept awaiting the turn of events 
and, it cannot be denied, injuring by every 
hour of his adherenca to his party the cause 
and principles he was pledged toserve. To this 
extent at least he has been the politician in- 
stead of the Grand Master.

Daring all this time, however, the Comp- 
trollerof Customs has been speaking his mind 
and saying that he would never support a 
remedial measure of any sort. In his Twelfth 
of July speech, which the Globe is so fond of 
calling his attention to, he said : 

Now, for my own part, and I epeak under s all sense of 
the responsibility of my utterances, I have to say frankly, 
but firmly, that I favor the maintenance of a non-sectarian 
echool system in Manitoba, and if our constitution per- 
mitted it, I would advocate with the same fervor a eimilar 
system throughout the Dominion. More than that, I have 
to say, if occasion should arise to require a declaration to 
this eff206 on my part by voice or vote in Parliament, I 
will not hesitate for one moment to give e ff ect to the view 
which I have just announced. There is, farther, thie very 
important aspect of the case to be considered, namely, the 
difficulty of imposing a echool system upon Manitoba by 
meane of Federal legislation. I propose, however, to await 
evente rather than to anticipate what may never occur. 
Nor ¢o I intend to be led or entrapped inte precipitate 
action upon the subject by any device, no matter from what 
quarter it may come. (Applause.) 

At Severn Bridge and at Bracebridge last 
week he read the above section of his speech 
and emphasized it by saying, ‘‘ These were my 
opinions then and they are my opinions now.” 
The Globe, which is usually so fair-dealing in 
all things, has a right to suspect Mr. Wallace’s 
bona fides as an Orangeman when he supports 
the candidate of a pledged Government, but is 
hardly just to him, insomuch as it did not re- 
port such portions of his speeches as prove him, 
in utterance at least, to be firm in his opposi- 
tion to the remedial order. That I might be 
sure that 1 understood properly, I took occa- 
sion to ask the Comptroller of Customs when 
he was in the city last Monday, if by his reitera- 
tion of the sentiments he expressed in July he 
meant that should a remedial act be presented 

| by the Government in the January session of 


Parliament, he would vote and speak ag.dnst 
it. He replied : 

‘*I do most emphatically mean that, and I 
have made that statement in most unmistak- 
able terms, though the Globe has not seen fit 
to report me as having done so, both at Severn 
Bridge and Bracebridge.” 

I think this is sufficient to define Mr. Wal- 
lace’s position, though it is not all that should 
be expected of him. In order to prove himself 
thoroughly loyal to his party he is waiting 
until the Government engages in an overt act. 
As I said before, I think he has been too punc- 
tilious in his attitude towards the Govern- 
ment, but now that we have an assurance, 
which those who are acquainted with Mr. 
Wallace hardly needed, that he will be guilty 
of neither conspiring nor assisting to pass an 
act to coerce Manitoba, but will actively op- 
pose it, we may feel pretty reasonably sure 
that the act will not be passed. If it is passed, 
Clarke Wallace and the Orangemen of 
Canada will be to blame for it, for they can pre- 
vent it, or at least could have prevented it. 
Preventing it may wreck the Government, 
but that is less important to them than to 
prove the uselessness of their existence, the 
worse than uselessness of their existence, by 
failing to do what their organization was 
created or imported to do, prevent the hierarchy 
from establishing themselves still more firmly 
as the holders of the balance of power in 
Canada.

It is being said by ‘those weak- Eneed apolo 
gists for every abandonment of principle which 
appears to be made necessary by political 
exigencies, that if the Orangemen rebel 
against the Government they will only 
succeed in preventing a remedial act for a 
few months, while destroying a government in 
which they otherwise have confidence and 
which to a great extent represents the im- 
pulses of their organization. This is a false 
and misleading statement ; the Orangemen of 
Canada can prevent, not only at the coming 
session but at every succeeding session, the 
passage of a coercive bill. They can make 
such demonstrations of their sincerity and 
influence that the astute hierarchy will 
fear to further insist upon their claim 
to a dictatorship in this Dominion. As 
to the Government being otherwise re- 
presentative of Orange impulses, I can only 
surmise that their impulses are doubtless as 
diverse and their commercial interests as 
complicated as those of any other large body 
of people. Taey are a unit no doubt in desiring 
the continuance of British connection, but this 
cannot be said of the Government, for it is 
now dominated by men who love France and 
the French regime more than they do England 
or British connection. British connection, 
however, is in no danger, and it would be folly 
to claim that the Grits will make any import- 
ant changes even in the fiscal policy. Further- 
more, the powerful Orange body that I claim 
can protect Manitoba was not brought 
into existence to frame tariffs and dictate 
political policies; it was born to resist 
the aggression of the hierarchy and to protect 
the civil and religious liberties threatened by 
priestcraft ; their first and greatest duty then 
is to justify the cause of their birth and exist- 
ence by defending Manitoba. We can leave to 
the future, and the near future, such further 
movements a8 are necessary to ensure good 
government in other respects, If the Orange 
body neglects its plain and paramount dyty at 
this crisis, it should lock up its lodge-rooms, 
tear to pieces fts regalia and in shame slink 
out of sight. It will be held in such justifiable 
and unalterable contempt that no self-re- 
specting man will continue to belong to the 
order, no conscientious person will speak of it 
except in derision and disgust. Nothing will 
remain for the sincere men who belong 
to it but to endeavor to forget that they 
ever made vows before high heaven to serve 
their God and their country, and to engage 
in a painful retreat from the gaze of their 
fellow-citizens in an effort to have it forgotten 
that they had ever worn a name and a color 
that they had disgraced. I do not believe that 
the much reviled Ozangemen of Canada will 
forget their duty, but that led by their 
Grand Master and Mr, E. F. Clarke, editor of 
the Orange Sentinel, who has spoken out so 
strongly and bravely, and assisted by every 
citizen of the Dominion who desires to have 
clerical usurpation stopped for all time to come, 
they will put themselves on record and achieve 
a victory so signal and complete that French 
Canada will hereafter either be a small and 
insignificant factor in the Government of this 
country, or will be a party to be herded and 
watched by itself, while those who oppose the 
interference of the hierarchy in politics will 
not be divided as they have been heretofore.

When I speak of the hierarchy or the Church 
I mean the cardinal, archbishops, bishops and 
priests, not the laity. The Church claims to 
own the laity, but I do not believe that the 
laity admit the claim or are favorable to, or 
even interested in the intrigues of the 
hierarchy to own the country. I have no 
quarrel with, nor do I make any charge 
against, the individual member or his faith, 
With regard to the Orangemen, I desire only 

to see them do their duty.

In conclusion I will reiterate what I 
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believe to be the opinion of those who are 
sincere and disinterested in this matter, that 
if Manitoba is coerced the Orangemen of 
Canada will be to blame for it—for no one ex- 
pects the unorganized Protestants to do 
anything but vote for their party in 
an election—and that the worst things 
that have been said about Orangemen 
will in such an event be applicable to that 
body. If, on the other hand, they act as a unit 
in this matter it will immediately become the 
most popular, progressive and respected 
organization of the kind in the Dominion.

Money Matters. 


There is a good deal of sound sense in the 
utterances of leaders of the Kepublican party 
in the United States relative to the trade 
question, “Give us rest,” they say. They re- 
cognize that uncertainty regarding the tariff is 
extremely hurtful to business and are favoring 
a “leave things alone” policy. We in Canada 
have had seventeen years of unchanged policy 
on the trade question, and that our manu- 
facturing interests have thriven and are 
thriving under it cannot be questioned. The 
total output of Canadian factories, according 
to official returns, was $164,396 089 greater per 

ear in 1891 than in 1881. Since 1991 our manu- 

acturing interests have largely increased and 
are increasing. Every issue of the Ontario 
Gazette and Canada Gazette contains notices 
of incorporation of a score or more of in- 
dustrial companies. There is now scarcely an 
article of general consumption that is not made 
by Canadian ‘labor. This is a great change 
from the condition of things prevailing in the 
seventics, when the bulk of manufactured 
articles were imported either from England or 
the United States, In the last month a host of 
larger or smaller companies have been formed 
to carry on business in many different direc- 
tions. Among them are: ‘he Bsin Wagon 
Co., Woodsteck, capital $250,000, to manu- 
facture wagons; the Borden Uo., Canning, N.S., 
capital $50,000, to manufacture lumber ; Perth 
CannineCo., Perth, capital $20 000, to can fruite, 
etc. ; Caronto Mica Co., Toronto, capital $22,000, 
to mine and *cut mica; Canadian Compo~ing 
Co., Montreal, capital $21 000, to manufecture 
typesetting machinerv; Grant Tanning Co, 

oodstock, capital $90,000, to manufacture 
leather ; Canada Linseed Oil Mill Co, Mission, 
B.C., capital $100 000, to manufacture and refine 
linseed oi] ; Burns Mnfg. Co., Hamilton,‘capital 
$200,000, to manufacture typewriters; Mari- 
time Nail C-., St. John, N. B., capital $50 000, to 
manufacture nails ; Montreal! Hydrauiic Wheel 
Co., Montreal, capital $100 000, to manufacture 
hydraulic wheels; Pamer R pe & Belting Co., 
St. Catharines, capital $20,000 to manufacture 
belting, etc.; Fraser River Packing Co., Van- 
couver, B C., capital $250,000, to pack salmon ; 
several bicycle companies and numerous other 
companies to engage in industrial enterprises 
on a smaller scale. 

Money is cheap and will continue cheap, ow- 
ing to the continued increase in capitel and 
the tendency to economize currency. Stocks 
have felt the impulse of cheap money and in 
disregard of other unfavorable conditions are 
advancing. When conditions turn favorable 
the tendency of good stocks will be decidedly 
upward. 

My advice to buy Toronto Railway will prove 
allright. I advised buying this stock some 
weeks ago when it was at 83. Circumstances 
arose which were unlooked for, and it declined, 
but buyers need only to exercise patience and 
they will yet make handsome profits. The 
speculators in Toronto are for some reason 
down on this stock. They persist in kicking it 
when it is down, and having no support it is 
naturally slow to rise. But with all the kicks 
and cuffs, what have the bears accomplished ? 
Not very much. It is nowselling a little below 
80, but its day is coming, and when it does 
come it will be ‘‘good morning” to the bears. 
The Sunday car vote is not so very far off. 

Commercial Cable Company isstrong. Irecom- 
mended buying this at 165 two wecks ago. It 
has since sold to 170. I now advise buying for 
investment at anywhere around 170. Some ob- 
jections are made against it in certain quarters. 
It is spoken of as an ‘‘ American stock’ and 
the inference is that it is subject to American 
currency legislation. This, like other argu- 
ments, has little weight. One half of the re 
ceipts of the company, that is the receipts at 
the British end of it, are in British gold, and 
allthe receipts it gets from Canada over the 
C. P. R. wires is in Canadian gold or its 
cquivalent, The business of the company is 
increasing by leaps and bounds and the pro- 
spects are that next year's business will far ex- 
ceed this year's, The stock as it stands to-day 
is worth 200 

Dominion Bank should be a safe purchase at 
250. It yields a good return at that price and 
if the annua! statement is favorabie, as I under- 
stand it will be, it should advance a few points, 
Canadian Bank of Commerce at 136 and 
Imperial Bank at 184 are also safe, Esav.

‘ fell upon the supplies 
of his friends. ‘‘ In this manner,” we are told, 
‘‘he soon gathered a fine collection of collars, 
cuffs, shirts, etc., bearing the initials of well 
known or famous men. In his house Mr. 
Field had a big trunk filled ‘with these little 
purloinings of his.” This peculiarity, while 
marked enough in a man of Mr, Field’s stand- 
ing, is quite common in other walks of life, 
Impecunious actors and reporters have been 
known to impress their friends’ linen into 
service, but Mr. Field is, I think, the first to 
make a reputation for humor in this way. 
Other stories of Field are as follows: 

At a luncheon given in his honor he declined 
strawberries, saying that he never ate them. 
‘“*And why, if I may ask?” said the hostess, 
‘* Well, to tell the truth, they destroy my appe- 
tite for prunes.” Ono another occasion at a 
dinner given by his friend, Melville E. Stone, 
when the cigars were passed, some were 
labeled ‘‘ten cents straight” and others 
‘* three for a quarter.” Field had subsidized 
the butler to allow him to play this joke upon 
his host, who prides himself upon offering 
his guests only the finest Havanas, 

He was going away from Denver one day on 
a business trip, ani the train he was billed to 
take was usually crowded to a degree beyond 
comfort. ‘Gene appeared at the depot with 
one of his legs tied up in a sheet, and hobbling 
with the help of a cane. He was given two 
seats in the coach—one to sit on and one to 
rest hislegon. When he reached his destina- 
tion he paralyzed the passengers by carelessly 
unwinding the sheet and throwing it out the 
window. There wasn’t a thing the matter 
with his lea. 

Not long ago one of Mr, Field’s friends had a 
large and beautifal scrapbook made and sent 
to him, asking him to fill it with odds and 
ends that had no value to himself and hand it 
back. It is almost filled with all sorts of 
things—original MSS., many pages of Sharps 
and Flats, portraits cf Mr. Field of all descrip- 
tions, fully a dozen original drawings by differ- 
ent artists, none of which look the least like 
the original. Mr. Field’s inseparable compan- 
ion was a fox terrier named Jessie Bartlett 
Davis, and she appears in many of the pic- 
tures, One, a caricature that has been pub- 
lished, which Mrs. Field thinks the best one 
ever made of her husband, represents him 
leaning his elbow upon a dejected bust of 
Horace, his long forefinger-.on his forehead, 
pondering upon Me and Horace. Jessie, in 
the ruffles of Punch, is beside him. Turning 
the leaves of this scrapbook one finds on one 
page an epitaph frequently quoted by Dr, 
Gunsaulus :

unanimous estimate of a play or of 
a performer, yet each one deals with the 
play or the performer with a tone of in- 
fallibility. The dramatic columns of the news- 
papers must amuse the theatrical people, else 
the wings and dressing-rooms of the play- 
houses would be choked with the bodies of 
those who had slain themselves in despair, 
And if the profession exhibits contempt for 
the dramatic columns of the local press, why 
should they not? Every Tuesday morning I 
examine the daily papers to read what these 
almighties have to say of the plays at the 
three theaters, and am invariably amused, 
Tuesday morning of last week the Mail 
praised Callahan’s Faust company, which 
was emphatically the worst ever seen at 
the Grand or any other theater in town, 
while it condemned not only the Gladys Wallis 
Company, but Miss Wallis herself, though every 
competent judge will bear me out in saying 
that no brighter or more delightful actress 
ever appeared ona Toronto stage. The Globe 
of Tuesday morning of this week slated the 
travesty on Trilby, which received its first 
presentation at the Princess Monday night. 
This was right enough, only that the make-up of 
the curt paragraph suggested that the writer of 
it has never read DuMaurier’s book, nor seen 
Paul M. Potter's play, if, indeed, he witnessed all 
of Thrilby, which he condemned as a perform- 
ance. Had he read the book, or seen Potter's 
play, or witnessed all of Monday night's per- 
formance, how could he declare Sweetnam’s 
specialties the best part of the entertain- 
ment, when, in fact, all those in the 
audience possessed of the least experience and 
taste will agree that the specialties of Sweet- 
nam, Mark Murphy and the others, who turned 
the second act into a vaudeville show, spoiled 
the whole ensemble of the thing, made us for- 
get the wit and satire of the first act and pro- 
duced in us sensations that were not pleasant ? 
7 
When the first act is brought to a close— 
there are but two—the wit, the :umor, the sa- 
tire and the music of those who created Thrilby 
as a travesty on Trilby are all exhausted. The 
authors were pumped dry or else they rushed 
it, half made, upon the stage to forestall com- 
petitors, and so the second half of the per- 
formance falls into the professional hands of 
the manager, who introduces ordinary special- 
ties to fill up time. We have seen Sweetnam 
and his kind a hundred times in negro minstrel 
shows; we have seen Mark Murphy himself, 
and our liking for his oddities has duly grown 
into respect. What we in Thrilby 
was satire and burlesque. These we got in the 
first act. 


The difficulty with the daily press is that 
each paper keeps only one man who knows 
much about the drama. The three theaters 
have to be written up for Tuesday morning's 
paper, and so the man who knows a lot decides 
to go tothe best show. A couple of juveniles 
are sent to the other two houses, and each man 
writes a report of the play he hasseen, The 
best critic often roasts the best show, while 
the juveniles apply their poor standards to 
the shows they have seen, and the general re 
sult is a regular hodge-podge. The juvenile 
who—not sufficiently experienced for ordinary 
newspaper work—is sent to ‘‘do” a theater for 
two orthree weeks, soon feels that he must 
heave thunderbolts as does his senior, who 
really has judgment in dramatic matters. 
The youth who has “criticized” half a 
dozen plays is very hard to please—unless 
he has heard that Willie Winter, Clement 
Scott or somebody of consequence has praised 
the actor whose work he is to ‘‘criticize,” in 
which case his praise is lavish. The World is 
as great a sinner as the other morning papers, 
It has one competent critic who goes always to 
the best play and applies to it a standard that 
would exterminate the other attractions of the 
week. In short, the person who reads the 
Tuesday morning dramatic reports in the 
dailies and goes to the show that seems to 
escape the best, will nearly always see the 
worst play in town.

HE description ofa 
McDonaldite or 
Jerkers’ meeting 
as given in Miss 
Dexie, called 
forth some sharp 
criticism from 
parties who were 
not aware that 
such a peculiar 
sect existed. It 
was supposed by 
many that the whole thing was evolved from 
the writer’s imagination, or was, possibly, an 
exaggerated account of a ‘revival service.” 
That these McDonaldites still hold meetings 
with the same regularity as other denomi- 
nations, will seem incredible to some; one 
might suppose that in this enlightened age 
such extraordinary and unseemly behavior as 
was introduced by McDonald, over fifty years 
ago, would not be tolerated in a Christian 
church or community. The actions of these 
people are as peculiar as their belief. Investi- 
gation proves that the former are not spiritual, 
but merely physical, an exaggerated form of 
hysteria, in fact, which, when freely indulged 
in, renders the subject deficient in self-control. 

These people have been led to believe that 
their ebullitions of emotion are godly manifes- 
tations, and are ‘‘the works of God ” referred to 
in Scripture ; whether it exempts them from 
performing good works according to the ordi- 
nary meaning of the term, I am not prepared 
to state. Their rendering of passages refer- 
ring to ‘‘a lively faith” is rather startling 
and savors of the ludicrous. They certainly 
give ‘‘an outward and visible sign of some 
thing,” whether itis ‘‘ an inward and spiritual 
grace” is questionable. Some little trouble has 
been taken to ascertain if the daily life of 
those who take ‘‘the jerks” frequently and 
vigorously, is up to the standard of other 
professing Christians, but investigation proves 
that the most violent jerker is no improve- 
ment on his unregenerate neighbor. His 
daily walk is no different, worldly pleasures 
are as keenly enjoyed, the ‘‘ best of the bar- 
gain” is as eagerly sought for as among non- 
professors, and it is difficult to see how any 
intelligent person can look upon the “jerks” 
as a soul-saving ordinance. That they destroy 
the health, to say nothing of the garments of 
those who participate in the exercise, is quite 
evident ; to realize the incongruity of placing 
them among religious ordinances, one need 
only attend a meeting—one visit will suffice 
for conviction, 

The writer attended a service while visiting 
Prince Edward Island in September last. 
There are several churches on the Island, 
but the one here mentioned is situated at 
Birch Hill, near Pownall. 

I regret my inability to give a word-picture 
of all that transpired during this strange 
meeting, but the following may induce a more 
facile pen to fill in the deficiencies, The 
meeting was opened by the elders, who sat 
together near the pulpit. One old man lined 
out a Psalm, then the rest joined in, the 
remarkable feature of the singing being the 
nasal drone, which recalled old-fashioned bag- 
pipe music. Each singer evinced a determina- 
tion to sing louder than his fellow, but it was 
& go-as-you-please performance, as to time and 
tune. It took some seventeen minutes to get 
through the Psalm, and its peculiar wail, or 
keen, was well calculated to arouse the hysteri- 
cal tendencies of these excitable people. The 
female portion of the congregation are more 
susceptible to the peculiar emotion that causes 
the jerks than the sterner sex, and before the 
Psalm was ended several were in motion. 
A perceptible lull took place as the minister 
rose to preach, Tbe sermon proved to be on 
the same line as the elders’ singing and was 
quite as disjointed and disconnected, the con- 
struction put upon several passages in the 
Bible being untenable and absurd. 

In loud and boisterous tones the preacher 
declared that ‘‘ without bodily works [or 
jerks] faith was of no effect,” and remem- 
bering that with these people the Bible 
term ‘*‘works” means, in all cases, ‘‘the 
jerke,” the peculiar delusion of these wor- 
shippers will seem more astonishing. As may 
be expected, the constant repetition of the 
passages, ‘“‘Faith, if it hath not works, is 
dead,” **They must show their faith by their 
works,” ‘By works faith is made perfect,” 
these, and many of like nature, had a great 
effect upon the congregation. And the state; 
ment that ‘‘ Unless they did the works they 
were in a lost and ruined state,” caused a large 
number to take the jerks immediately. When 
signs of exhaustion were visible, they were 
urged to ‘Go on from strength to strength,” 
quoting other passages, but subverting them to 
suit the occasion, The object was obvious ; he 
was playing on their emotions and encourag- 
ing his followers in desecrating their bodies, 
as well as the house that was constructed for 
the worship of God.

sitting side by side took the jerks early in 
the service, and I greatly deplored the fact 
that I had not a camera or kodak with me to 
take snap shots of the wonderful performances 
that they went through. 

First they rocked back and forth as if in dire 
despair, wringing their hands and sobbing hys- 
terically. As the sermon proceeded they grew 
more violent and threw themselves against the 
back of the seat, their arms extended at full 
length, which, of course, made it exceedingly un- 
pleasant for those in their immediate vicinity. 
At intervals they appeared to be in con- 
vulsions, and during these paroxysme the 
suppleness of their bodies was in strong con- 
trast to the rigidity of their extremities. They 
fell over on one another; they pummeled one 
another soundly, if not scientitically ; they 
jumped up and down; they cried, screamed 
and groaned, and all with an energy that 
was as surprising as terrifying. Incredible as 
it may seem, they kept this up, with but 
slight intermissions, till the close of the ser- 
vice. 

One of the girls lost her hat during the early 
stages of the jerks; the other had hers fastened 
on with elastic. This caused it to cling to the 
back of her neck, and as sbe fell against it at 
different angles it soon presented a melancholy 
wreck, 

Just in front of these performers, a tall girl 
in a light blouse was helping on the uproar, 
With arms extended she jumped up and down 
as if trying to fly, her hands beating the air 
and sometimes the heads of those sitting near, 
and this to accompanying shrieks that were 
heard a long distance from the church, An- 
other to the right took the jerks in a most 
distressing form. She seemed in agony, twist- 
ing her head and body like a cork screw, and 
throwing herself against the back of the seat 
until she must have been a mass of bruises, 
A young person sitting in the rear sprang for- 
ward and held the afflicted one till the jerks 
subsided. 

Time and space forbid a detailed account of 
the manner in which each one was affected, 
but there was one case so peculiar that I 
cannot forbear mentioning it. The subject was 
a plump little woman who wore a rose-colored 
blouse ; while the others took the jerks with 
more or less violence, this one went through 
the performance as if to slow waltz time. 
With the grace of an actress she swayed to 
and fro, giving one the impression that she 
had practiced before the mirror, Slowly 
raising her arm she waved a salute to the 
right, then gracefully turning, waved to the 
left. Turning again, with both arms she 
salaamed toward the wind-bag in the pulpit, 
then curveting around she went through the 
same performance for the benefit of those in 
the rear, all the while her feet and body being 
in rhythmical motion. She kept this up for 
about eight minutes, then slowly sank to her 
seat. This was the only instance noticed where 
the countenance retained the natural expres- 
sion; the others who were afflicted were either 


manner I at first judged to be an outsider, an 
observer, like myself, took the jerks with evi- 
dent reluctance. After a few violent motions 
of her head, she would suddenly sit bolt up- 
right, put her hands to her hair to see If it had 
become disarranged, settle her hat firmly on 
her head and remain quiet for several minutes, 
when the same performance would be repeated. 

It was not till near the end of the service 
that decorum, nice hat and well groomed hair 
were forgotten, then she sprang to her feet, 
her body rigid, and danced a sort of quickstep 
with surprising agility. The woman who sat 
just behind her took the jerks differently. 
She threw her head back and forth with 
Sweeps that extended from the waist up. She 
Seemed in imminent danger of breaking her 
neck, particularly during the backward throw. 
Her hat must have been securely fastened on, 
but I expected the whole structure would fall 
to pieces every moment; as it was, the roses 
that were intended for adornment only added 
to her ridiculous appearance, I heard later on 
that milliners always put a few extra stitches 
in hats Intended for females of this denomina- 
tion, It certainly is necessary. 

At the left of the church two young girls 


deadly pale or as red as peonies, while their 
expression denoted suffering. 

The prayer at the end of the sermon was 
made by an elder, who took the jerks while 
praying, consequently his remarks were not 
intelligible. During the singing of the closing 
hymn, in which was the refrain, ‘Glory! 
Glory! Hallelujah!” it seemed as if bedlam 
were let loose. The preacher, however, looked 
at it differently, as he remarked at its conclu- 
sion that ‘‘he felt sorry to close the meeting 
when they were beginning to be so Christlike.” 

If these meetings took place on a week night, 
so that one could look upon them in the light 
of an entertainment, they would be highly 
diverting, but as religious performances they 
seem sacrilegious, If report should come from 
foreign lands of savages who had such false 
views of religion, straightway every Christian 
denomination would burn with a desire to 
send out a missionary to them, but dwelling 
among a civilized community these Jerkers 
are ignored.

The Late Alexandre Dumas, 


ARIS has lost one of her most inter- 
esting figures, for Alexandre Dumas 
was more interesting than men who 
were greater than he in literature, 
He reached his highest mark when 

his daring story, The Lady with the Camellias, 
somewhat unexpectedly achieved great popu- 
larity. He was a young man then, and many 
prophesied that the younger Dumas would 
surpass his father. He was lionized, and man- 
aged to continue a lion all his life without 
following up his first success with anything its 
superior or even its equal. The Lady with the 
Camellias was put into the form of a play, and 
is familiar the world over as Camille. The 
greatest of actresses prove their genius by 
their treatment of the title role. Miss Olga 
Nethersole was the one who most recently 
interpreted the character in Toronto, and Mrs. 
Patrick Campbell scored the latest triumph 
with it in London. Sara Bernhardt and Elenora 
Duse have made their greatest successes in 
Camille, and the character is a great creation. 
It is the story of a woman of the town, gifted, 
lovable, intense, who wilts and dies of consump- 
tion. It required a Frenchman to produce a 
tragedy by making a deft admixture of love 
and hemorrhage, but rebel as we may against 
the author’s materials, our admiration is com- 
pelled. The girl’s moral laxity is not attrac- 
tive, her physical condition grows more and 
more repellent, but whether we read of her in 
the book cr see her counterfeit presentment 
upon the stage, her spell holds us securely 
until the end. Yet Camille, as a book,’ has

seen its day. Had it not been dramatized, the 
story of ‘‘Camille” Gautier might never have 
found vogue beyond Paris. 

When one sees the name of Alexandre Dumas 
upon the title page of a book one will, if an 
experienced reader, ascertain if it be Dumas 
rere or Dumas fils. The father was immeas- 
urably the greater of the two. He left many 
books superior to {his son’s best work, notably 
The Three Guardsmen, Twenty Years After, 
The Count of Monte Cristo, Edmund Dantes 
and Man in the Iron Mask. The elder Dumas 
lived too scon to fall into the analytical 
style of writing that has in ovr time 
become epidemic in France. He left problems 
alone, seeking neither to reform nor to de- 
bauch the world, but wrote halfa dozen his- 
torical novels that will perhaps never lose 
their charm nor ever be surpassed, Copies of 
his works arein the Toronto Public Library 
and are in continuous circulation. They are

HE fall drill has 
ceased and the 
officers and 
their hard- 
worked  non- 
coms, rest from 
their toil.

along, to talk 
over the drill of 
the past season 
and to hear from 
\ their prophets 
WK how soon the 
a“ rapidly darken- 
ing war cloud will burst, but there is a happy 
relief of the somewhat monotonous work ne- 
cessary to ensure a good ‘turn out’ on parade 
nights. As the proverb goes, however, ‘the 
more a man does the more he can do,” and 
some of the more enthusiastic volunteers who 
have put their military before their social 
duties, find now that the evenings hang heavy 
on their hands, To utilize this unused fund of 
energy to the best possible advantage to the 
esprit de corps and physique of our city mi- 
litia, we would suggest that a Drill-Shed Ath- 
letic Association be formed. We have in 
Toronto over two thousand volunteers. Of 
these some no doubt already belong to athletic 
organizations, but for the majority the close 
of the fall drill season ends their physical ex 

ercise, and that at a time when they most need 
some kind of exercise to work off the effects of 
sedentary work in the stifling atmosphere of 
our overheated and badly ventilated offices 
and factories. An habitue of the shed often 
hears the remark, “I never felt so well 
as during the drill season,” and it is 
noted by the officers of companies how 
much more in shape their commands 
look at the close of the season than at the com- 
mencement.

drilled but physically sound and hearty, ready 

and fit for hard work. These qualities would. 

we think, be ensured if such an association as 

is suggested were formed. It is true that the 

bowling alleys at the Shed have been put in 

order and are now ready for use, but these 

(two alleys to each regiment) will be found 

totally inadequate to the numbers wishing to 

use them, What is wanted is something which 

all can join in—some regular athletic exercise. 

The Shed is amply large for any game 

that might be proposed. Such an association 

would of course require funds, but it would be 

found—we say this without hesitation—that a 

small subscription would not deter from join- 

ing any of the men who parade regularly 

during the drill season year in and year out, 

and who regularly sign over their pay for the 

benefit of their corps. We would suggest to 

the officers commanding the city regiments 

that they take this matter in hand, and we 

feel sure that if they see fit to carry out this 

suggestion their respective regiments will 

parade in better shape next spring than ever 

they have done before; and as for recruits, why, 

they will be in such numbers and of such 

quality as would have brought tears of joy to 

the eyes of Private Mulvaney.

Marine and landscape, moonlight effect and 
canvases glowing with sunshine or hazy with 
smoke and fog. This artist has brought to his 
landscape work a power that has strengthened 
and deepened under the long course of figure 
study, a keenness of perception and power of 
expression that perhaps nothing but that 
course can give, Oneof the most important 
pictures, though to the average visitor not the 
most interesting, is The Pool in London, a 
mass of shipping with a big ironclad in front, 
the shifting green -water of the Thames and 
Any close 
observer will feel here how well the quality of 
texture is conveyed. That vessel is metal, and 
no mistake ; this boat is wooden. Again, the 
soft heavy atmosphere, the fieecy smoke, the 


the hazy sky and background. 


moving water—each has its own character. 


These remarks apply equally to the other 


pictures, at least the larger ones; in the 
amaller and more sketchy pictures the labor 
involved to gain this effect could not be looked 
for to the same extent, bright and full of color 
though they are. Occasionally a tendency to 
hardness, as in Conciergerie, Palais de Justice, 
Paris, may be noticed. The truthfulness of 
the two night scenes is instantly felt ; West- 
minster Abbey, a dark mass against the night 
sky with the blurred light from the street 
lamps, is given with fine effect. Very unlike, 
as far removed as pigments can make it, is a 
view of Notre Dame bathed in sunlight, the 
brightness enhanced by the dark mass of a line 
of buildings to the right. There is charm 
of delicate color and strong yet simple treat- 
ment in Lake Neuchatel, Switzerland. First the 
marsh, beyond a glimpse of lake, beyond still 
the blue-green hills, and then the purple 
mountains—yet all one beautiful whole. The 
Market-place, Neuchatel, with the quaint 
houses and curving streets, shows some fine 
gradations of tone, and vivid contrasts in the 
touches of greens in the stalls or dull reds here 
and there ; the two small figures in the fore- 
ground are very expressive. The several views 
of rural England have their own charm, 
especially A Country Lane; the massing of the 
foliage and the eff:ct of detail in the branch- 
ing, as well as the contrast of color in the road 
and foliage, are most pleasing. We have only 
mentioned a few of the more important pic. 
tures. To many the sketches in the fishing 
villages, or the sunny rural scenes of pasture 
and cattle, may prove more interesting, for, as 
was remarked at the outset, there is great 
variety to choose from. Of the three portraits 
we say nothing, though they are perhaps the 
most worthy of comment; two of them have 
been referred to in this column before and will 
be sure to claim their share of attention from 
the visitor. The exhibition remains open until 
December 14. 


The third annual sketch exhibition of the 
Woman’s Art Association, which has been held 
this week and closes to-day, December 7, has 
been the best of its kind so far held in the 
studio, 89 Canada Life Building. A point worth 
noting is the number of sketches of places of 
historical interest which will be of use next 
year, it is hoped, in the celebration of the His- 
torical Soclety. The work in black and white 
was to many the most interesting. Here the 
illustrations of Mrs. M. H. Holmstead were 
remarkably good, showing a broad, firm, flow- 
ing line, and full of happy suggestiveness ; 
Miss Palin’s illustrations in a different manner 
are almost equally good, and Miss E. L. Elliot’s 
washdrawings clever. A number ofthe original 
illustrations for the Women’s Globe were alsoto 
be seen, Among the water-colors were Yellow 
Daisies by Mrs. E.M. Scott of New York, sketches 
of old French houses by Miss Phillips of Mon- 
treal strongly done, several bright views of Ber- 
muda by Miss Watlington, a head by Miss San- 
born of Montreal, a number of pretty sketches 
by Miss C, D. Osler of Toronto, Miss Godfrey of 
Montreal and others. Among the oils were 
several by the president, Mrs. M. E. Dignam ; 
one, an old house and garden in Niagara, gave

N English musician, one Mr. S. Midg- 
ley, has been occupying considerable 
space of late in 4 leading musical 
journal of the Old Land, in an at- 
tempt to prove that a revision of 
Beethoven's Sonatas is not only de- 

sirable but absolutely necessary for the salva- 
tion of musical art. He treats his subject 
most seriously, from a purely mathematical 
point of view, and demonstrates by tape-line 
measurements that had Beethoven been pos- 
sessed of a modern pianoforte, with the ortho- 
dox compass of seven octaves, many of his 
works would have been written accordingly, 
and not simply. manipulated to suit the com- 
pass of the instruments of his day. Now all 
this is no doubt very true, but one cannot help 
feeling somewhat amused at the heroic mea- 
sures proposed by our excited friend to revise 
and alter works which most musicians will 
regard as sacred in the form which has been 
handed down to us by the great master him- 
self. The musical mechanic who has under- 
taken the task of exposing the weaknesses of 
Beethoven piano works, raves in his conclud- 
ing article in the following eloquent terms 
concerning the subject: 

“ The question, though, with regard to these 
things is not altogether what Beethoven wished 
to do, but what is the best and wisest thing for 
us to do with them under present circum- 
stances. Is it better to let things drift, as they 
are doing, each editor and performer being a 
law unto himself, or would it not be wiser to 
have a small committee of experts appointed 
who should fully discuss these debatable 
points, and be authorized to publish an edition 
which would, in their judgment, carry out Bee- 
thoven’s wishes more completely than any edi- 
tion yet published? Perhaps the Incorporated 
Society of Musicians might be disposed to dis- 
cuss the question at one of its conferences, and 
find out what would be acceptable with the 
general body of professional pianists. Of course, 
in the later sonatas these limitations or im- 

rfections are far fewer in number, seeing 

eethoven has so much greater & compass at 
his -ommand.” 
It is sincerely hoped that the ‘small commit- 
tee of experts,” or, as it might perhaps more 
appropriately be termed when the magnitude 
of the undertaking from an esthetic point of 
view is considered, the ‘‘committee of small 
experts,” will never be appointed. The Incor- 
porated Society of Musicians contains, no 
doubt, some very estimable and clever men, 
among whom are to be found a goodly propor- 
tion of those awe-inspiring people known as 
Doctors of Music. Philip Hale of Boston once 
said that the average Doctor of Music, of whom 
so many are turned out of the grist annually 
in England, is never so happy as when “ doc- 
toring” music. Mr. Midgley’s remarkable con- 
tributions on Beethoven's Sonatas seem to 
open up a field of labor fora certain type of 
musicians which many of them would doubt- 
less hail with joy as an opportunity to exercise 
their knowledge of mathematics. We may 
next expect to hear of some noodle suggesting 
a wholesale alteration of Shakespeare’s works 
because of modern developments in the size of 


our dictionaries. 
. 


The violin and song recital given on Tuesday 
evening last by Mr. and Mrs. Heinich Klingen- 
feld proved a most enjoyable event. Besides 
these well known artists the newly organized 
Klingenfeld String Quartette took part in the 
programme and-played quartettes by Haydn 
and Dittersdorf, and other selections by 
Tschaikowski and Schubert. The excellence 
of the ensemble in these numbers proved some- 
what of a surprise when the short time the 
Quartette has been rehearsing is taken 
into consideration. The accompaniments 
to Mrs. Klingenfeld’s solos were also 
played by the Quartette with admir- 
able finish. Mr. Klingenfeld’s violin solos em- 
praced the following exacting compositions: 
Wieniawski-—Violin Concerto in D Minor—tirst 
movement ; Bach—Chaconne, and Vieuxtemp’s 
Ballade et Polonaise. In the interpretation 
of these comprehensive works Mr. Klingen- 
feld demonstrated his exceptional gifts as a 
solo performer. His bowing was graceful 
and effective, and his general technical abil- 
ity and refined musical sentiment shone 
to excellent advantage throughout. Mrs, 
Klingenfeld gave a very-intelligent rendering 
of a class of songs which are but too seldom 
heard here, among which)were the well known 
Tannbeeuser aria, two Lieder by Schubert, and 
Heiser’s The Grave on the Heath. Mrs. Klin- 
genfeld also accompanied her husband’s violin 
solos in a most sympathetic and musicianly 
manner. The audience, which contained some 
of our most prominent musicians, was very 
enthusiastic in its approval of the work of the 
evening.
